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Make the rock garden look natural 


and as large as you 


tike. Everything de- 


pends on your garden site. A sloping site 


is most effective. 


Mark out the.area irregularly with wavy edges, 
trying to copy Nature, Then dig it well, removing all 
weeds and make the drainage as rock plants will die 
if they are left in wet, soggy ground. 


Best results are gained by us- 
ing rocks of different sizes and 
shapes. 

Study . each piece carefully, 
get the most attractive side up- 
permost. Place them in position 
working from the bottom of the 
slope, burying a large portion 
of your rock so as to give the 
effect of it growing out of the 
ground. Don't arrange all big 
stones at the bottom, but work 
the various sizes and shapes to- 
gether with irregular spacings. 

This looks more natural and 
will provide pockets of soil here 
and there to allow places for 
a variety of plants. ¥ 

Make sure the pockets are 
completely filled with soil, be- 
cause there won't be much soil 
space,” 

For colour all the year, choose 
variety in colour, size and the 


-type of plants. 


Suitable perenniafs are un- 
limited, as. practically all of 
them are suitable for this type 
of garden. Many trailing plants 
can be fitted in to suit. Some 
of the more.popular being Cam- 
panula, Dianthus, Dwarf Iris and 
Verbena. 

The ground cover, plants that 
will grow close to the base of 
rocks are Prostrate Rosemary 
and Veronica. Leave some poc- 
kets for annuals such as Pansy, 
Violas, Eweet Alice, Lobelias, 
Nemesia and bulbs such as 
Grape Hyacinths, Dwarf Daffo- 
dils, Lachenalias, Anemones and 
Ranauncnlus. Don’t over do 
these, though, or you will have 
too many bare spaces in the off 
season. 

To get the best effect with 
bulbs and annuals, they should 
be massed, using one species in 


fone pocket.

On Carbon Black 


The Altona Shire Counci) has 
heard a report on the Australian 
Carbon Black plant in Millers 
Road, Altona North. . 

Cr. J. J. Ginifer asked the 
Minister of Health whether the 
Commission of Public Health ap- 
proved the design of the plant 
or fireplace used in connection 


with the industrial plant con-|p 


ducted by Australian Carbon 
Black, and if so, what level of 
discharge of impurities was per- 
mitted, what action the Commis- 
sion took to ensure that this 
level was not exceeded and how 
many cubic feet of gaseous 
material per hour are discharged 
through the chimneys. 

The Minister, in reply, said 
the major portion of the plant 
was not approved by the Com- 
mission of Public Health as it 
was installed prior to the 1961 
Clean Air Regulations. 

A limited amount of plant was 
approved by the Commission of 
Public Health in 1965. 

The emission limit set down in 
the 1965 regulations would per- 
mit a discharge of 02 grains/ 
normal cubic foot, 

Officers of the Clean Air Sec- 
tion have carefully examined 
complete relevant plans and 
specifications of the approved 
units prior to issue of the Com- 
mission’s approval. 

Engineering calculations jndi- 
cate that an emission level ap- 
proximating one-tenth of the 
lega) limit would result from the 
approved plant. Emissions from 
the approved plant, i.e, the 
purge filter. process filter and 
the air heater total 762,000 cubic 
feet per hour of gaseous mater- 
ial. :

EXTENSION OF 


FISHING LIMITS 


At present Australia strictly adheres to the three 
mile limit along the coast for all purposes, including 
the exercise of rights over fisheries. 


The Government has decided 
that the-limit for fisheries pur- 
poses should now be_ twelve 
miles. Many countries have al- 
ready extended their fishing lim- 
its, 

These include Great Britain, 
Canada, New Zealand and the 
United Siates. The adoption of 
a twelve mile limit will have the 
effect of protecting and encoura- 
ging the development of the 
fishing industries of Australia 
and the Territories. 

The crayfisheries which are 
the basis of a valuable export in- 
dustry will be given a very sub- 
stantial measure of production. 

It will also help the prawn- 
fishing industry which has been 
developing in recent years. 


HOUSING 

The Minister for Housing, Sen- 
ator Rankin has appealed to 
the building societies to exploit 
to the full the facilities of the 
Commonwealth Government's 
Housing Insurance Corporation. 

This body was formed fifteen 
months ago to Avercome the 
deposit gap problem by encoura- 
ging lenders for housing pur- 
poses such as permanent build- 
ing societies to provide low de- 
posit, long term housing loans 
by insuring against risk of loss.

Although the Health Act 1958 
and the Meat Supervision Regu- 
lations 1956 enable control of 
condemned or unwholesome meat 
and offal, there is no provision 
for the handling and removal 
from abattoirs of meat gener- 
ally regarded as being unfit or 
unsuitable for human consump- 
tion. 

With the demand for pets’ 
food overseas, the Common- 
wealth Department of Primary 
Industry permits the proprietors 
of export abattoirs to export in- 
edible meat provided that it is 
packed in sealed cartons, frozen 
and clearly labelled “not fit for 
human consumption.” 

Local processors of animal 
food are aware of this situa- 
tion and in recent months have 
inquired as to the possibility of 
obtaining inedible meat from 
export abattoirs for use in the 
manufacture of pets'-food.
